Delay. Louisiana Bar Association, had the fol- 


lowing graphic remarks to make on the 
subject of the law’s delays: “Litigation has 
become a luxury, and lawsuits are diminishing 
with the advancing years. Let us put our fin- 
ger on the weak spots in the administration of jus- 
tice and see what are the causes of the evils of which 
we complain. The enormous expense of time and 
money required in the successful prosecution of a law 
suit deter men from resorting to the courts for a 
redress of their grievances. I once heard a great judge 
express it as his deliberate opinion that in nine cases 
out of ten the plaintiff was in the right and ought to 
recover, because he first consults counsel learned in the 
law, lays his whole case before him and upon his 
advice voluntarily institutes suit to enforce his demand. 
He must pay costs in advance, and even give security 
to the defendant for the privilege of suing him. The 
defendant, on the contrary, is dragged to the temple 
of justice, not by his own volition, but by compulsion. 
After waiting until the last day of grace, he first begins 
by demanding security for costs, and then interposes 
every conceivable exception to plaintiff’s claim. Our 
laws are all made in the interest of the debtor class. 
After defendant’s exceptions are tried and overruled, 
an answer is filed; the case put upon the issue docket, 
called and fixed for trial. Counsel and witnesses at- 
tend court on the day assigned for the hearing, but 
generally the case is continued. My old friend, Prof. 
Christian Roselius, once said that he -had spent one- 
fourth of his life in the courthouse, waiting for his 
cases to be called, practicing Patience, one of the car- 
dinal virtues; 

After issue joined, witnesses die or depart from the 
state; commissions to take testimony of absent wit- 
nesses are necessary; time rolls on, and the facts pass 
out of the memories of men. Then comes continuance 
after continuance. The patience of witnesses attend- 
ing court, taken away from their business avocations, 
is sorely tried, and after the lapse of months or years 
the case is finally heard, continued again until the testi- 
mony is written out by the stenographer for argument, 
taken under advisement and a decision is rendered by 
the trial judge. Then comes a motion for a new trial, 
and then an appeal to the higher court, where the case 
lingers on the docket until another year rolls by—when 
it is called, heard, taken under advisement, and after 
the expiration of one, two, three or more months, a de- 
cision is rendered. 


Then comes an application for a rehearing—time to 
prepare briefs in support thereof, and after one, two, 
three, four or five months more the rehearing is pos- 
sibly refused. And thus it is that justice delayed is 
almost as bad as justice denied.”

I show herewith a picture taken from my collection 
of photographs of retail hardware celebrities. 
J. Wirenail was for a number of years,a prosperous 
retail hardware dealers at Cuckoo, Wis. He would 
start in working at 5:55 a. m. and quit at 11:46 p. m. 











He was a whirlwind advertiser, a star hustler, a close 
buyer and a natural seller. 

The festive gin rickey or the exhilaration of win- 
ning on a bob-tail flush had no fascinations for him. 
He had no system of making selling platers beat thor- 
oughbreds, nor did he seek social distractions too 
strenuously and twirl the night away in joyous terpsi- 
chorean gyrations. However, he had one fault which 
speedily wrought his downfall and placed him in the 
padded cell where you see him in the illustration. 

It is all right to be a star hustler, but the hardware 
man who tries to be a human memorandum book is 
placing a terrific and unnecessary strain on his brain. 
For instance, J. Wirenail would wait on 12 customers 
in succession and then he would sit down with his day- 
book in hand and a corrugation on his grow so in- 
tense it would comfortably hold a pencil and figure 
thus: : 

“Mrs. Knuckleby—She bought that jelly cake pan 
at 5c and a returned scoop for 25c and a coffee mill 
for 5oc and one of those 15c mortise bolts—or was it 
Guggenheim who bought the bolt? No, Guggenheim 
bought that japanned iron flower pot bracket at roc 
and one of those 25c¢ pocketknives. Let me see, what 
did that young Herring kid get? Oh, yes, a toc stove 
shovel. Mrs. Ricketts bought a nutmeg grater for 
10c and—and—and—oh, yes, one of those 25c butter 
molds. There’s Miss Spratt. Did she finally decide 
to take one of those 15c bread pans or was it a 20c 
bread pan? Yes, it was a 15c one after all. Now 
Judge Grimes. The judge had one of our $3.00 wash 
boilers, but Mrs. Kupfer! What on earth did she get? 
Oh, yes—a granite steel'pie plate. Now, was ita 6c 
or a 7c one she bought? Oh, yes, 7-—and Harry 
Brown. He bought a $1.00 butt and rabbet gauge and 
a picket pin, 8c. Was that all? No, somebody bought 
one of those 75c rat traps—who on earth was it?— 
bless me if I can remember. I am afraid I'll have to 
charge it to profit and loss. Hold on, it was Tom 
Wackleberg.” 

People stand agape when Harry N. Pillsbury has the 
cards in a deck read off to him and then performs the 
mnemonic feat of reading them correctly sans voir, but 
where he performs this feat two or three times a 
week, Wirenail performed his far more difficult 
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mnemonic coup pretty nearly every hour, and nobody 
stood agape or thought it was anything wonderful. No 
wonder that brain of his grew fagged in its constant 
efforts at recalling this clutter of unnecessary detail, 
and, growing tired of its job as the human memoran- 
dum book, turned tail and listened: to hallucinations 
that resulted in simple dementia.

Tue following view may not be so extremely eccen- 
tric as it seems at first blush. “If,” said a leading 
Chicago hardware man the other day, “the catalogue 
houses are not checked by sharp decisive action on the 
part of all branches of the retail trade acting together, 
it seems to me that the logical sequence can be easily 
predicated. The local.community will suddenly find 
itself in a situation closely analogous to that of the 
national government in the case of a merchant marine, 
and in order to prevent foreign corporations from tak- 
ing all the business from a locality, hardware men and 
other retailers, like the merchant marine, will be sub- 
sidized, and THE AMERICAN ARTISAN will contain ad- 
vertisements like this: 


Wanted—Hardware man to locate 
in Woompagus, Ia., a thriving city of 
5,000 people. Free store and house 
rent and $300.00 a year bonus offered 
to progressive man who will put in 
$2,500 stock. Woompagus has churches 
of all denominations, etc., and is pleas- 
ant city to live in. Bonus may be en- 
larged in exceptional cases. Address 
Woompagus Commercial Association. 


Why not? If the thousands of Woompaguses keep 
on sending their money out of town they will cripple 
local merchandising and render it unprofitable for mer- 
chants to do business. When this point is reached 
local merchants will disappear and the towns with 
them to a large extent, and farmers will then either 
quit the practice of sending to Chicago for catalogue 
house goods, be forced to endure tedious delays for re- 
pairs, etc., or else they will have to subsidize stores.”

Tribune-of Sept. 12: 

“Carriers of mail on the rural routes throughout 
the country will organize a national association at a 
convention to be held in the Sherman House to-day. 
* * * At the conclusion of the afternoon session 
the members were shown through the Chicago post- 
office. A dinner followed, which was served at De 
Jonghe’s, where the delegates were the guests of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co.” 

How is it that Sears, Roebuck & Co. should give 
a convention of rural carrier a dinner at one of Chi- 
cago’s most expensive restaurants, while through some 
oversight they overlooked altogether the offering of 
hospitality to the delegates to the National Hardware 
Association when the latter were in Chicago in conven- 
tion assembled in March last? 

Are the statutes about postal and other federal em- 
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ployes not engaging in other lines of business ob- 
solete ? 

If Uncle Sam holds a partnership interest in the 
catalogue houses who gets the dividends? Do you? 
Do you think I have been adding any of them to my 
bank account ? 

Did it ever occur to you that the postoffice depart- 
ment is kept so busy downing ugly rumors that it has 
not the time to place the rural free delivery system on 
a basis that was strictly equitable to all branches of 
commercial life? 

Are any lists of names of patrons of rural delivery 
routes “posted” in your vicinity? If so who benefits 
by it, you or the catalogue house?

THE PUBLISHER of a trade paper has his troubles 
like everyone else in this grim old world, but there is 
one thorn in the side of the man who controls the 
destinies of a country journal that should not afflict 
the man who sectres his bread and butter from class 
journalism. The mail of the country editor is bur- 
dened with weird offers of exchange of all kinds, but 
while there are plenty of manufacturers who would 
be glad to exchange stoves or lemon squeezers ‘for 
advertising space, the consistent stand taken in this 
matter by all trade papers of any value practically pre- 
cludes even the mention of such a proposition.

LOCK-OUT IN THE WELSH TINPLATE TRADE. 





In accordance with notices issued by the associated 
employers in the South Wales tinplate trade on Au- 
gust 1, the majority of the works in the Swansea, 
Llanelly and Neath districts were closed on Aug. 29 
last. 

The cause of the stoppage is the failure of the joint 
conciliation board to come to an agreement in regard 
to the wages list, the masters contending that the prin- 
ciple of payment by area should be adopted uniformly 
throughout the trade, the workmen claiming an ex- 
ception on what are described as “Canadas” and “dou- 
bles.” 

The stoppage directly affected 6,000 or 7,000 men, 
all of whom are members of either the Dockers’, the 
British Steel Smelters’ or the Tin and Sheet Millmen’s 
Union. The number of works affected is between 
forty and fifty, at which there are over 300 mills. 
Should the lock-out continue, the steel works will be 
brought to a standstill, adding to the unemployed 
1,200 to 1,500 hands. Fully 16,000 men, boys and 
girls employed in the various associated tinworks were 
thrown out of employment, and although meetings 
have been held by the workmen at Llanelly, it is as 
yet too early to anticipate an end of the struggle. A 
hope is expressed that the question in dispute will be 
amicably settled when representatives of the masters 
and men again meet to discuss the matter.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The market on pig iron is still more or less unset- 
tled. About the same volume of business was trans- 
acted as during the last week, and here and there some 
good lots, most all of them for early delivery. 

Prices of Southern iron are still declining. 

There are rumors that even lower prices will be 
made, and the end of the down sweep is not in sight. 

If such is the case, buying does not appear any 
longer possible, although the nearer prices get to bed- 
rock the earlier we may look for reaction. 

Quite a number consider the price has now sub- 
stantially reached the bottom, and this feeling is actu- 
ating some of the buyers to show improvement in their 
trade. 

Pig iron is being purchased in small lots. 

Earlier deliveries are being called for; considerable 
iron has been sold for delivery during the first quar- 
ter of 1904. : 

Most foundries have allowed their supplies to run 
very low and are obliged to buy from time to time to 
keep their foundries running. 

The Northern situation is more firm and not quite 
in sympathy with Southern iron. 

Satisfactory sales are being made and inquiries are 
frequent, though no large sales have been reported, 
as buyers have been afraid of a further drop in prices 
and would have bought more freely could they have 
been assured that prices had actually reached the bot- 
tom. 

The market at this time is in such condition if there 
were any pronounced activity in buying it would send 
prices up sharply, while a further decline in prices 
will cut the large part of the trade now being secured. 





BILLETS. 

This week experienced the sale of several 400 and 
500 ton lots on Bessemer and open-hearth billets. 
Forging billets have been fairly active. Prices are 
held firm on the circular basis as follows: Bessemer, 
$28; open-hearth, $29, and forging, $32, Chicago de- 
livery. 





BARS. 

The preceding week’s sales have been outdone dur- 
ing this week by a marked improvement on bar iron. 
The buyers come from all branches of the consuming 
trade, several placing contracts for 1,000 tons and 
more, deliveries extending into the new year. Prices 
are firm on the basis of 1.55c, Chicago. Western con- 
sumers of steel have not bought as freely in this mar- 
ket as is reported from Eastern mills, though the ton- 
nage placed is of fair proportions. Store trade in 
both products shows an improvement. We quote mill 
shipments, Chicago delivery, iron, 1.55c to 1.60c; 
Bessemer steel, 1.76%4c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.86%4c 
base; hoops in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.06%4c; 
less than this amount, 2.16%c. Quotations from 


store: Iron, 2c for carload lots and over, and 2.10c 
for less than car lots; steel, 1.90c for car lots and 2c 
for lesser quantities, rates; hoops, 2.30c to 2.40c; 
angles, 2.10c rates. 





BARB WIRE. 

There has been a liberal amount of business for 
both the independent mills and the combination, new 
contracts coming forward rapidly and shipments on 
previous orders being quite liberal. The outlook was 
scarcely ever more encouraging than at present. The 
tone of the market continues strong. Galvanized wire 
is selling on the basis of $2.75 to $2.80 in carload lots, 
and painted at $2.45 to $2.50, the outside price being 
to retailers. For small lots 5 to 10 cents extra is 
charged. Staples in carload lots sell as follows: Pol- 
ished, $2.30 to $2.35, and galvanized, $2.70 to. $2.75, 





SMOOTH FENCE WIRE, 

The outlook continues extremely encouraging, there 
being urgent demand for prompt shipment on con- 
tracts and new business being booked, which in _ton- 
nage exceeds the corresponding week of last year. The 
market continues firm in tone, prices being as follows: 
Nos. 6 to 9, $2.05 to $2.10 in carload lots on track, 
and $2.15 to $2.20 in less than carload lots from store; 
galvanized, 30 cents extra for Nos. 6 to 14, arid 60 
cents extra for Nos. 15 and 16. 





CORDAGE. 


Quotations, which manufacturers of only high- 
grade Manila rope are not willing to meet, are being 
received by the trade. The cheaper grade is said to 
be a darker color than the regular Manila rope. Some 
manufacturers report an excellent demand for cord- 
age, while others refer to the volume of business as 
satisfactory for the season. Quotations, on the basis 
of 7-16 inch diameter and larger, are as follows: 
Mixed Sisal, 8 to 84 cents per pound; pure Sisal, 9 
to 9% cents per pound; Manila, 11% to 11% cents 
per pound. 





SHOVELS AND ‘SPADES. 

A regular meeting of the Associated Manufacturers 
of Shovels and Spades was held in Chicago last week, 
and existing prices were reaffirmed for the quarter 
beginning October 1. There was only one exception, 
which was made in the price of a special shovel sold 
principally on the Pacific coast. A reduction of 
something like 15 per cent was made in the price of 
steel snow shovels, which are not regarded as among 
the regular association goods, although prominently 
made by the associated manufacturers. This reduced 
price is regarded as putting them at a figure which 
will make competition somewhat difficult. The asso- 
ciation is referred to as in satisfactory condition, not- 
withstanding the fact that some outside manufacturers 
are producing an increasing line of goods. It is un- 














purchase of snow shovels from its members a condi- 
tion of receiving rebate on the regular goods. 


RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

The market has been very quiet, there being little 
inquiry for 1904 delivery and less active demand for 
shipments during the current calendar year. Light 
rails are easier and are said to have been sold at slight 
concessions. Standard rails remain firm at $28, and 
second quality at $27, mill shipment. Light rails are 
more freely offered, 30-lb. selling at $28, .12-lb. at 
$35 and differentials for intermediate sizes. Track 
supplies have been in fair demand and steady at the 
following prices: Splice or angle bars, 2c to 2.10c; 
spikes, 2.10¢c to 2.15c; track bolts, 3% to 334 inches 
and larger, with square nuts, 2.85c to 2.90c; with 
Hexagon nuts, 3c to 3.10c. From store toc to 
over mill prices are asked and obtained.

Nothing of any interest has occurred on structural 
material, sales being of light volume Several large 
contracts are pending, but it will be some time before 
these are placed. We quote mill shipments, Chicago 
delivery, as follows: Beams and channels, 16 inches 
and under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; universal 
plates, 1.75c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 
and larger, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c. Lots from store, 2.10c 
to 2.25¢ per 100 pounds, rates. 


WIRE NAILS. 

The sales of wire nails on new business exceed 
those of a year ago on contracts, and some mills are 
running double time, accumulated stocks of the sum- 
mer having already been heavily drawn upon 
The outlook is certainly encouraging, and the market 
is stronger in tone, sales being made at $2.15 to $2.20 
in carload lots, f. o. b. Chicago. Less than carload 
lots sell at 5 to 10 cents higher. For galvanizing 75 
cents per keg and for tinning $1.50 extra per keg is 
charged. 


CUT NAILS. 

Cut nails have experienced a moderate movement, 
and if anything the situation is slightly improved, but 
supplies are ample, and the market remains steady on 
the basis of $2.30 in carload lots and $2.35 in less 
than carload lots for steel, Chicago. Iron nails are 
.quiet, but the supply is only moderate, and sales are 
made at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg from store.
